CENTENARY CHURCH. 
ACTION OF THE OFFICIAL BOARD, 

The fact that the Rev. H. W. Thomas, D. D., 
had completed his three yeats’ term of labor 
with the First Methodist Church of this city, 
and had preached his farewell sermon to that 
body, has become well known to members of the 
denomination throughout the Conference limits, 
because Dr. Thomas has been a bright and shin- 
ing light in the Church here, and has deservedly 
taken high rank as a pulpit orator, a pastor, and 
a cultivated, refinéd gentleman. His character 
being unquestioned in the respects named, there 
was understogd to have been an idea or a move- 
ment in the First Church looking to securing 
from the Bishop and Conference permission to 
retain Dr. Thomas for another term. This was 
referred to by the pastor in his farewell ser- 
mon, and at that time he gave it to be 
known that be would not be a party to 
such an attempt unless it were appoved by the whole 
membership of his Church. It does not appear upon 
inquiry that there is any likelihood of such an appli- 
cation being made, for the reason 
oral of the older and more reverend members of the 
Firet Church—ite fathers, as it were—who would not 
approve Dr. Thomas’ further stay because they have 
serious doubts as to his complete orthodoxy. The 
members referred to (and they may be said to be 

Sheaded by Grant ( ) de notallege that Dr. 
Thomas has preached or taught any unorthodox doc- 
rine, but they profess to have seen in some of his ser- 
mons a leaning toward—a tinge, as it were, of—seuch 
ideas as they could not approve, For this reaisan 
there is no prospect that any application will be made 
to the Conference from the First Church in hie behalf.

ber of the pillars of the Church—among them Mesars. 
B and Gammon, and Gen. Mann—were favor- 
able to the change, while others, composed in part of 
the younger members of the Church, opposed Dr. 
Thomas on the general ground of unsoundness of 
views as referred to above, The proposition to make 
the request before indi having deen 
thoroughiy discussed saitiong the membership 
was discussed vy the Official Board of the Church at a 
meeting beld Monday évetiing. The session was a 
long and stormy one, ahd the discussion of Dr. 
Thomas’ name was marked by great controversial vigor 
pro and con. 
THE BESULT OF THE MEETING 

was the adoption of a résolution reci that the 
Church did not know of any preacher now in the Rock 
River Conference whom they desired as a pastor, and 
that they wished to intimate to the Bishop that Cen-

THE PORK-PACKERS. 


Their National Conventien at St 
Louis..Danger of Their Being Se Well 
Treated by the Hospitable folks ef 
That City as to Make Heal Business 
an Impossibility. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

St. Lovis, Mo., Oct. 5.—The National Conven- 
tion of Pork-Packers commenced its session to- 
dav at University Hall. About 126 delegates 
were present, representing, IIlinois, Indiana, 
Ohio, Iowa, Kentucky, Missouri, Maryland, 
Kansas, and Pennsylvania. Chicago is repre- 
sented by James Turner, C. H. Culbertson, John 
L. Hancock, B. Frank Howard, B. F. Murphy, 
H. Botsford, P. P. Oidershaw, J. Stiles, A. B. 
Burt, D. H. Lincoln, J. C. Myers, and J. T. 
Beazley. 

The main object of the gathering is to perfect 
@ Pork-Pack ers’ organization. At Cincinnati, in 
1872, a Convention was hastily convened anda 
sort of organization effected. Pork-brokers and 
dealers were included in it, and subsequent ex- 
perience has taught the packers that they must 


look after their own interests, irrespective of 
those of the dealers. They wish to establish 
general rules in regard to packing, so that one 
description of a box of meat, etc., will obtain all 
over the country. Each packing district, of 
course, must have its local districts, but they 
will not be interfered with by the general rules 
proposed to be established. 

Very little but routine work was done to-day, 
the arrangements for the entertainment of the 
delegates being too liberal to admit of the per- 
formance of much work. A morning session 
was beld, Mr. M. McEnnis, President of the St. 
Louis Pork-Packers’ Association, welcoming the 
delegates to the hospitabie sha des of St. Louis. 
Mr. George F. Davies, of Cincinnati, was elected 
temporary Chairman, and Mr. B. Frank Howard, 
of Chicago, Secretary of the Convention. On 
taking the chair, Mr. Davies delivered an appro- 
priate speech, pointing out the immense advan- 
tages which would accrue from organizing in the 
manner proposed. Their interests, ne said, were 
large — important, extending not only 
over the American Continent, but over 
the nations of Europe. He bed 
the wonderful resources of the Northwest, 
which was equai to the task of feeding the 
worid—e fact which ought to press the necessity 
of organization. He paid a great compliment to 
Chicago’s proverbial enterprise and modesty, 
and dwelling in loving terms on her general at- 
tractiveness. In comparison with the Garden 
City, St. Louis was an awkward boy, lacking 
courage to assert himself. The latter city, how- 
— wd awoke out of ber lethargy during the 
past few years, and, if she followed close enough 
in the footeteps of Chicago, might yet make a 
great city of herself.

It appears that the horse-disease known 4s 
the epizootic has got as far west as Cincin- 
nati, and it seems to be taking about the 
same course as it did three yearsago. The 
disease has appeared this year in a much 
milder form ; and, though it is not probable 
that it will seriously affect business as it did 
‘in 1872, neither is it likely that Chicago will 
escape the visitation. Infact, it is thought 
that symptoms of the disease have alrealy 
been noticed among the horses here, which 
should prompt everybody owning or in charge 
of horses to take such precautions and apply 
such nostrums as their former experience 
taught them to use. Timely precaution may 
do much to mitigate the disease. 


Some idea is afforded in an article to be 
found in our local columns this morning of 
the extent and character of the whisky frauds 
practiced in Chicago, one firm alone having 
defrauded the revenue to the amount of 
$336,000, the aggregate of unpaid taxes on 
illicitly-manufactured liquor. This is one of 
the many cases which will come before the 
Grand Jury of the United States Court dur- 
ing its sessions, beginning’ with to-day, and 
to be subsequently tried upon indict- 
ments returned by that body. Ei- 
dence of the frauds the most complete and 
positive is alleged to have been accumulated 
by the agents and detectives employed by 
the Treasury Department to investigate the 
operations of the Whisky-Ring, and there is 
little room for doubt that the number of con- 
victions will tally closely with the number of 
prosecutions. In the first of the whisky- 
fraud cases recently tried at St. Joseph, Mo., 
the prosecution was completely successful, 


and, as the nature of the frauds and the 


character of the evidence are substantially 
the same in all the cases, a similar result is 
regarded as certain in Chicago.

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POLITIGAL PROHIBITION AGAIN. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church of Ili- 
nois is now holding a Conference at Spring- 
field, and some zealous brother has introduced 
to the body the inevitable Constable as a 
moral reformer. 

The Committee on Temperance advise the 
Conference to take jurisdiction of the tem- 
perance question; to decide, e cathedra, 
that drinking, trafficking, and licensing the 
sale of stimulating beverages are opposed to 
human interests and duties; are contrary to 
the teachings of the Bible (?); are criminal, 
and should be punished accordingly. Upon 
this dogmatic definition, the Committee ad- 
vise the Conference to declare that it is the 
duty of legislative bodies to prohibit the sale 
and traffic in stimulants by adequate laws and 
penalties, and that all temperance reforms 
should have for their object the utter prohi- 
bition and extinction of the liquor traffic. 

This is but a repetition of what has been 
exploded wherever and whenever an attempt 
has been made to put it into practice. The 
repetition of this appeal to the law and the 
Constable in a matter of morals is, no matter 
how intended, a confession of the weakness 
and impotence of the religious influence of 
the Church. It will be noticed that in all 
these cases the object of attack is the seller 
of intoxicating liquor, as if he alone were the 
guilty party. The sale of liquor depends ex- 
clusively upon the demand for it. Where 
there is no demand there will be no liquor 
sold or manufattured, and in exact propor- 
tion to the demand it will be sold. The quan- 
tity made and sold depends upon the quantity 
calle’ for by those who want it. It would 
be far more logical to begin with the consum- 
ers, In fact it is illogical and absurd not to 
begin with them. There is not a saloon in 
the State that would not close instantly 
upon the withdrawal of its custom- 
ers; and a like act would result in 
the abandonment of the manufacture. It 
has been but a ‘ew years since there were 
hundreds of factories engaged in the manu- 
facture of women’s hoop-skirts. After 
awhile the women abandoned the use of the 
garment, the factories closed, and the labor 
and capital employed were transferred to 
some other occupation. So with the sale 
and manufacture of spirits. Both would 
cease if there were no demand for them. 
The only actual progress ever made in the 
way of promoting temperance has been in 
persuading men to abandon the use of liquor; 
and there can be no serious arrest of its sale 
or manufacture until the number of con- 
sumers are reduced by their own voluntary 
act. 

The attempt to prohibit the sale, without 
any corresponding attempt to restrain or re- 
form the appetite of the vast masses of peo- 
ple who purchase and consume, has of ne- 
cessity always proved a failure, and must al- 
ways continue to be a failure. The attempt 
to administer the law against sellers, through 
the agency of courts, grand juries, trial 
juries, Sheriffs, policemen, constables, and 
witnesses, who are nearly all consumers and 
lovers of liquor, and who purchase and drink 
it, is a transparent absurdity. How can 
these men sympathize in the prosecution of 
what the law may pronounce illegal when 
they are all habitually participants in the 
act ? 

Temperance is a virtue which it is conceded 
all men might practice with profit. But 
mankind has in all ages and in all countries 
manufactured intoxicating drinks, and have 
used them. No Government ever was strong 
enough to prevent it. This appetite for 
stimulants has been general—universal, re- 
strained only by moral suasion, and by re- 
ligious instruction and pious exhortations 
and example. These have never lost their 
power, and can be used as effectively to-day 
as ever they were. Whenever these have 
been abandoned and the political authorities 
called in to take their place, the temperance 
cause has suffered, and the evils of intemper- 
ance in the end have increased. Virtue can

LIBEL. 

Day after day we are told that these are the 
hardest of hard times; that trade, commerce, 
and industry are at a standstill; that the 
honest workingman has been forced to trans- 
form himself into a tramp; that wages, prof- 
its, and production are decreasing together ; 
and that the one remedy for this frightful 
state of affairs is the issue of more currency. 
This remedv would be worse than the disease, 
even if the latter were all that an 
inflationist’s fancy paints it. But the stories 
which we have summarized here are libels 
upon the community. They describe a con- 
dition of wretchedness which does not exist. 
There are, unfortunately, a number of men 
out of employment, but there has not been a 
day within fifty years when this was not the 
case. The number of the unemployed varies 
from season to season. It is now large, but 
still much smaller than most people, deluded 
by these partisan reports, suppose. Suffer- 
ing among all classes is the inevitable result 
of a commercial crisis. No means within the 
reach of men, singly or as a nation, can pre- 
ventit. One of the most potent causes of the 
crash of 1873 was a fluctuating, that is, an 
inflated, currency. Inflation thus caused 
the woes that inflation is now called 
It. cannot be denied that 
many more men are now employed than 
found work immediately after the panic. And 
every day sees more employed. We see 
nothing in the condition of labor at the pres- 
ent moment which calls for inflation. We 
see, on the contrary, labor adding to its cred- 
its in the savings-banks, labor building itself 
homes, labor sharing in the general improve- 
ment of the condition of the community. 
This improvement is necessarily slow, but it 
is sure. If we study the condition of capi- 
tal, we find it infinitely better than it was 
two years or one year ago. These tedious 
months have been spent in settling debts, in 
collecting accounts, in bringing business back 
to a safe condition. The ship of trade now 
has its decks cleared for another prosperous 
voyage. 

The whole tone of business circles shows that 
the business outlook is encouraging. Many 
of our prominent merchants say they will do 
more business this year than ever before. 
This is a most significant statement. If we 
analyze the business of a wholesale dry-goods 
house, for instance, we shall see that its 
doing a large business means that many 
other persons are doing likewise. Such a 
house deals exclusively in manufactured 
goods. Its shelves can be filled only by 
keeping mill-wheels turning, looms working, 
men and women laboring. The demand for 
its stock drives engines which must be fed 
with coal; keeps in motion machinery that 
must be cared for and repaired; makes trains 


ulates the production of the great agricultural 
and animal staples,—the wheat, cotton, wool, 
leather, and beef which feed and clothe the 
toiling operatives; and, in a word, gives a 
powerful impulse to the whole machinery of 
production and exchange. No great business 
can thrive unless many others thrive with it. 
And there is not a great business in Chicago 
to-day which is not thriving. 

The ding-dong of disaster, general misery, 
universal want, is a positive injury to the 
community. It unsettles confidence, and so 
leads men to hoard their wealth instead of 
using it productively as capital. It is a libel, 
and resembles most libels in being untrue 
and uttered for sinister purposes. The spec- 
ulator who is loaded down with unsalable 
property thinks he can get rid of it and his 
debts if the greenback is watered down to 50 
cents on the dollar. It is this, and only this, 
which makes him affect deep compassion for 
the workingman. He says he wants inila- 
tion for the sake of the poor. He really 
wants it for himself. And he hopes, by lying 
to the community and libeling it, to persuade 
it to enable him to legally cheat his creditors 
and profit by the ruin of his countrymen. 


| HEAVY NAVAL GUNS. 

The conflict between armor and artillery 
has progressed so rapidly in England as to 
fairly settle the point that no armor can be 
constructed impervious to artillery. The 
London Times of Sept. 18 contains a four- 
column description of the tests of some of 
the monster guns recently constructed for 
the Devastation, Inflexible, and Thunderer, 
which furnishes some facts bearing upon this 
superiority of artillery to armor. On the 
17th, trials were made with the 81-ton guns 
constructed for the Inflexible. These guns 
are of wrought iron, consisting of a rifled 
inner tube of steel, surrounded with fine coils 
of iron so arranged as to overlap and under- 
lie, thus rendering the structure as homo- 
geneous as possible, The bore is 24 
feet in length, with a primary calibre 
of 14} inches, and rifled with 11 
grooves of the Woolwich pattern. In 
testing these monsters, the firing point used 
was a bank of sand about 60 ft. thick, with 
75 ft. backing of earth and about 200 ft. 
from the butt. Six rounds were fired as 
follows: The first, with a powder charge of 
170 Ibs. and a flat-headed projectile weighing 
1,258 Ibs., piercing the bank a distance of 
45 ft.; the second, with a charge of 190 Ibs. 
and a projectile of 1,259 lbs., penetrating 40 
ft.; the third, with a charge of 210 lbs. and a 
projectile of 1,258 Ibs., 40 ft.; the fourth, with 
a charge of 220 lbs. and a projectile of 1,254 
Ibs., 86 ft.; the fifth, with a charge of 230 Ibs. 
and a projectile of 1,260 Ibs., 43 ft.; the sixth 
and last, with a charge of 240 lbs. and a pro- 
jectile of 1,258 Ibs., 47 ft. So satisfactory 
was the trial that the Superintendent of the 
Royal Gun Factory expressed his belief that 
it would not be long before the English war 
vessels would have a 160-ton gun, firing 
a 1-ton shot, and making a fissure at one mile 
range equal to that made by the prow of the 
Iron Duke in the Vanguard, which latter ves- 
sel was recently sunk by collision on the En- 
glish coast. But even these guns, monstrous 
as they seem, are small as compared with 
some now in process of manufacture for the 
Italian Government in the factory of Sir 
WILLIAM Armstronc, which have a calibre of 
18 inches, and are capable of carrying a shot 
weighing 2,000 pounds with a charge of 
300 pounds! These guns are intended, not 
for vessel armament, but for coast defense. 
Naples, Venice, Genoa, Leghorn, and other 
Italian seaport towns, are now utterly at the 
mercy of France or any other enemy which 
may attack them. These guns, however, if 
properly handled, will render them impervi- 
ous to any attack from the sea. 

Hitherto it has been well known that there 
is no limit of mechanical ingenuity in pro- 
ducing guns of any size which will be effect- 
ive, but it has been considered impractical to 
make them of colossal size, owing to the im- 
possibility of handling them by manttal la- 
bor. This difficulty seems, however, to have 
been overcome, and it is for this reason that

of hydraulic power. It was first 
tested the 22-ton guns of two monitors 
built for the Brazilian Government at Havre. 
As it worked successfully with these guns, 
it was argued that by increasing the 
size of the cylinder and pistons it could 
be applied to guns of any size, and, upon 
practical test, it was found to be true. Not 
only are the turrets rotated by hydraulic 
power, but the gun is actually losded, and, 
after the shot is in the gun, is rammed home 
by a hydraulic rammer, and this rammer is 
provided with a little button-valve which, on 
striking the end of the bore when sponging,. 
throws gut a strong jet of water, which would 
extinguish any sparks that may remain. Hy- 
draulic power also changes the guns to differ- 
ent steps and applies a recoil check. , The 
Times sams up the hydraulic advantages as 
follows: 1, Great simplification of the ap- 
paratus necessary for mounting and working 
heavy guns; 2, great economy of men and 
space, and simplification of drill; 3, power 
incapable of fatigue and excitement, and un- 
affected by movement of the ship; 4, indif- 
ference in respect to weight of gun and pro- 
jectile—for it is as easy on the principle of 
b ydraulies to deal with 100-ton guns as with 
10-ton, guns. 

The intention of England is apparent. She 
will not only protect her own coasts, but will 
also have a class of ships which can anchor 
off great seaports and reduce them to ashes 
without being in reach of anything that can 
be brought to bear against them. Suppose, 
for instance, that we were at war with En- 
gland, and that a fleet of these vessels should 
anchor three or four miles off the Battery. 
They not only could sink all the craft in New 
York Harbor, but destroy half of New York. 
and all Brooklyn at their own pleasure. With 
such armaments as these, guns throwing a 
ton of iron, propelled by 300 pounds of pow- 
der at every discharge, nothing could with- 
stand their force and fury. One shot would 
acattter death and destruction for a long dis- 
tance around. 


A SPECIMEN OF IGNORANCE. 

The profound ignorance which marks the 
statements and reasoning of the Chicago 
Dilutionist has attracted the attention and 
elicited expressions of surprise and contempt 
from the press of all parties in the country. 
As a specimen we quote the following from a 
recent issue: 


The attempt to bring about an arbitrary and forced 
resumption of specie payments drove the Democratic 
party fram power in New York in 1837 and subsequent 
years, anti elected Hanno President in 1840; bat a 
general resumption of specie payments was not reached 
until 1842-3, after there had been an increase of the 


currency all over the country, and a beginning there 
by of a return to prosperity. 

The panic in 1837 was the result of an 

enormomsly-inflated currency, creating an ex- 
pansion of credit by which speculation was 
promoted to an extent that has hardly ever 
been equaled since then. The Government 
never suspended payment in specie then, nor 
until the greenbacks were made legal-tender. 
The suspension of specie payments in 1837 
was by the State banks, a large portion of 
which were mere shinplaster shops which 
closed forever. From 1837 down, the Gov- 
ernment paid all its demands in coin or its 
equivalent. The Whigs, or a portion of them, 
at one time proposed that the Government 
should receive in payment of public lands 
the notes of specie-paying banks, but even that 
was voted down, because it was a departure 
from the uniform currency of the Govern- 
ment. The Whigs never proposed that the 
Government should receive the notes of any 
bank that were not redeemable in specie on 
demand. There was no question then, nor 
before the election of 1840, of forcing a re- 
sumption of specie payment, because specie 
was the exclusive legal-tender currency of 
the Government, and Congress had no 
authority to compel State banks to resume 
the redemption of their notes. 
The Whig party had for its distinctive 
measures in 1840 the charter of a National 
Bank, a tariff to protect American industry,” 
and national expenditures for rivers and har- 
bors and Other internal improvements. 
Upon the success of that party in 1840, a 
special session of Congress was called, which 
passed a protective tariff act and chartered a 
National Bank. The latter act was vetoed by 
Joun Trin and never became a law. The 
Whig Government continued, as its predeces- 
sors had done, to transact all national busi- 
ness in specie. Except in regard to a National 
Bank, which was to issue currency to take 
the place of the State banks, and whose 
notes were to be redeemable in specie on 
demand, there was no question of specie 
resumption, or inflation, or contraction, be- 
fore the people in the Presidential election 
of 1840.

INTERNATIONAL LAW. 

The Association for the Reform and Codi- 
fication of the Law of Nations, which at- 
tracted universal attention in Europe during 
its session at The Hague last month, is the 
result of American effort. In May, 1873, the 
American International Code Committee in- 
vited European jurists to meet its represent- 
atives at Brussels in October. The meeting 
was held, and the present Association was 
formed. Its third annual session has just 
been held at The Hague. We have already 
summarized the work done, but the mails 
bring further particulars.. Austria, Belgium, 
Denmark, France, Germany, England, Italy, 
Russia, Spain, Sweden, Holland, and the Unit- 
ed States were represented. International 
arbitration was strongly indorsed, though 
Dr. Buvunrscurt, of Heidelberg, the legal ad- 
viser of Bismarck, took strong ground 
against national disarmament, which is the 
necessary forerunner of international arbitra- 
tion, and declared that a large army was not 
only necessary but actually useful; that the 
only limit to a national army should be 
‘‘ physical possibility”, and that disarming 
“‘wonld only result in a loss of national power 
and usefulness.” Buiontsomir is one of the 
greatest publicists of the world and Bismarcr 
one of the greatest statesmen. When the 
former speaks in this way and is understood 
to be the mouthpiece of the latter, the pros- 
pects for universal peace do not seem en- 
couraging. A great army necessarily leads to 
great wars. 

A niimber of papers were read on private 
international law, and the session ended with 
banquets and receptions galore. One of the 
receptions was held in the Tweede Kamer, 
which must have been very gratifying to Mr. 
Twrrd's attorney and the Association’s Vice- 
President, Davip Doptxr Frevp.

SALOON-SUFFRAGE. 

The official advertisements show that there 
are 557 polling-places in New York City. It 
is a significant fact that scarcely a single grog- 
shop has been chosen for one of them. The 
list contains one store, one office, 
one ‘‘club-room,” one ‘‘oyster-house,” and 
five ‘‘ groceries.” All of these may be saloons, 
but if they are, there are 548 places which 
are not. Barber-shops are the favorite site 
for the polling-booths, where the politicians 
may shave one another. The list shows 131 
of them. Next come the cigar-stores, 125 
strong; the shoe-shops, 66 in number; 
the tailor-shops, 33; and the candy-stores 
and plumbers’shops, 17 each. The rest 
of the list is made up of 14 stables, 13 
undertakers’ stores, 11 paint-shops, 9 harness- 
shops, 8 variety stores, 7 real-estate offices, 
as many bakeries, and 6 each of feed, milk, 
and paper stores, and vacant houses. There 
are 5 boarding-houses and 5 coal-offices, 
4 residences, 4 dry-goods stores, and 4 
furniture-shops. There are three groups of 
threes, — the jewelry, news, and clothing 
stands. The duos are butcher-shops, pro- 
vision stores, express-offloes, public halls, tin 
stores, and saddlery stands. The following 
pursuits and wares are represented in the 
array of polling-places by one each: Lock- 
smithing, carpentering, veneering, engraving, 
frame-making, paper-hanging, trunk-making, 
clock-making, hardware, drugs, matches, law, 
flower-selling, cane-making, chair-making, 
hats, crockery, and fish. One Sunday-school 
room and one children’s nursery complete the 
list. 

If this sweeping change in political prac- 
tices can be made in New York, why not 
here ? The vicinity of a liquor-saloon is the 
worst possible place to frequent on election 
day. If there is any disturbance, any riot, 
anywhere, it is sure to be there. The men 
who receive and count the votes are apt to be 
inflamed with whisky, and are freely plied 
with it by candidates and their friends. 
Their fuddled brains often cannot reckon the 
votes aright, even when they honestly wish 
to do so. The highest privilege and the 
highest duty of an American citizen is to 
vote. He should not be forced to go 
to a low resort in order to discharge 
this duty and exercise this right. 
The Board of County Commissioners can fix 
the polling-places wherever they wish to do 
so. We trust they will take a hint from the 
reform that has been so successfully carried 
out in New York, and place no polling-booth 
for the coming election in a saloon. We 
have tried saloon-suffrage long enough. 


We fear the Interior newspaper is ap- 
proaching the dangerous condition of a 
house divided against itself. It is edited 
jointly by Prof. Parrow andthe Rev. Dr. 
Tompson, each exercising, it is said, a veto 
upon the other's articles. Now comes the 
Bible-as-a-echool-book controversy. When 
the two Doctors meet in the Presbytery, they 
disagree; wedo not see how they are going 
to coincide in the Interior.

Tompson took the very sensible view that, 
as between the various religious notions, the 
Bible is a sectarian book, and might be ex- 
cluded from the schools without endangering 
the salvation of the Republic; and Dr. Par- 
ton took occasion to express views on the 
matter which did not coincide with those of 
his associate. If Dr. Parron could not suf- 
ficiently restrain his controversial spirit as to 
spare his associate in a public meeting of the 
Presbytery, we fear that there will be trouble 
in the Interior office; and, if the right of 
veto is rigorously exercised on both sides, it 
is not likely that the readers of the Interior 
will be much troubled with articles on Bible-

OBITUARY. 


GEN. IRA SPAULDING. 

The New York Herald announces the death of 
Brevet Brig.-Gen. Ina Srautomdo., an eminent 
engineer and gallant soldier, which occurred on 
the 2d inst. He was born in Oneida County, N. 
I., in 1818. In 1840 he was appointed Resident 
Engineer on the Erie Railway, and tly 
was made principal aesistant to the Chef En- 
gineer of the division. After locating various 
railroads in this country, he was, in 1850, made 
Associate Chief Engineer of the Great Western 
Railroad in Canada, and was subsequently Chief 
Engineer of the Erie & Ontario and the Coburg 
& Peterborough Roads. Upon the outbreak of 
the War he resurned to the States and assisted 
in the organization of an engineer regiment, 
the famous Fiftieth New York Volunteers, which 
was assigned to the Army of the Potomac, 
with which he remained to the close of the War, 
doing splendid service. After the War was over, 
he was appointed Chief Engineer of the Utica, 
Chenango & Susquehanna Railroad. Engineer- 
in-Chief of the Costa Rica Railroad, and Chief 
Engineer of the Minnesota Division of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad.

THE TREASURY. 
INTERNAL AND EXTERNAL REVENUES. 
Seta Dispatch to The Chica Tribune. 

Wasutnerox, D. C., Oct. 5.—The customs re- 
ceipte for the quarter ending Sept. 30 were $43, - 
852,384. Returns from ports not yet heard 
from may swell this amount to $44,500,000. Com- 
pared with the corresponding quarter of 1874, 
there was a falling off in customs receipts during 
the last quarter of over $2,000,000, though it ex- 
ceeded the average for the year. The aggregate 
receipts from internal revenue for the quarter 
end ing Sept. 30, 1875, were $20,217,099, which is 
an increase over the receipts from the same 
source for the corresponding quarter of 1874 of 
$1,680,356. The internal revenue receipts for 
September, 1876, were $9,751,036, or more by 
$1,250,000 than in September, 1874. 

THE LARGS INCBKASE 

in the receipts from this source shows that the 
vigorous measures adopted by Secretary Bristow 
to administer the laws and suppress fraud have 
bad most beneficial effect on the honest collec- 
tion of the taxes, and the increased rates im- 
posed last winter will, in the opinion of Commis- 
sioner Pratt, add $12,000,000 to the receipts from 
interual revenue this fiscal year. 

WHISKY STAMPS. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue will 
to-morrow issue the following circular concern- 
ing the isegm of coupon stampe for rectified 
Spirits : a 

Officers of Internal Revenue are hereby notified that 
it has been decided tochange the form of stamps for 
rectified spirita, so that the stamp ehall itself indicate 
the number of proof gallons contained in the package 
to which itis affixed. Such stamps have been pre- 
pared of denominations corresponding to the de- 
nominations of tax-paid spirit stamps, with the addi- 
tion of astamp of the denomination of five gallona, 
which will have but four coupons attached thereto.

IMMIGRATION. 
A FEW STATISTICS. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune, 

Wasnineton, D. C., Oct. 6.—The report of 
the Bureau of Statistics shows that during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1875, there arrived 
in the United States 227,498 immigrants, which 
is 180,149 below the number that arrived in 
1874, and less than one-half the number that ar- 
rived in 1873. This large falling off is attribut- 
ed to the continued depression of trade and the 
prostration of industries. The economic yal- 
ue of each immigrant is placed at 
$800, which makes a loss to the 
material wealth of the country during the year 
1875, sa compared with 1874, of $144,119, 

COMPARED WITH THE YEAR 1873, 

loss is $185, 844,000, a sum $30,000,000 in excess 
of the agg customs recei for the last 
fiscal year. The material loss for 1875 as com- 
pared with 1874 is $35,000,000 greater than 
the receipts from internal revenue durin 
thats year, and lacks but $13,000, 
of being equal to the aggregate receipts from 
customs for the same period. The loss sustained 
during the last two fiscal years, compared with 
1873, estimating the economix value of the im- 
migrants alone, and not considering what would 
have been added to the material wealth in two 
years by their labor, ates a sum which 
would more than pay the interest on the national 
debt for three years. *

THE MISSOURI! PACIFIC. 
Special Dievaich to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Lovis, Oct. 5.— The rapid decline on the 
New York Stock Board of Missouri Pacific Rail- 
way stock is not à surprise to a few knowing 
ones in the city. It has fora long time been a 
matter of wonder why the stock remained so 
very steady. Among the bankers, merchants, 
and business men generally, however, the fall 
has excited considerable sensation, and created 
suspicion in some quarters. Very little of the 
stock is owned here now. Three years ago 
three-fourths of the stock was held in St. Louis, 
but about that time Joseph Heeligman and An- 
drew Pierce, Jr., of New York, bought the 
of the Missouri interest represented by Bri 
& McPherson, since which event the entire con- 
trol of the road has been in the hands of New 
Yorkers. The merits of the road have always 
been exaggerated, its operating expenses have 
always been greater than any route leading out 
of St. Louis, and the proposition of the original 
managers to pay 10 per cent dividends on the 
capital of $3,600,000 was preposterous on its 
face. The result of the decline will undoubtedly 
be the bank ruptey of the Missouri Pacifi 
the Atlantic & Pacific, 
by the same parties. Itis knowo here that an 
effort is being made to place an additional mort- 
gage on the Missouri i a circumstance 
which will certaioly pitate a crash of the 
two roads. Andrew Pierce, Jr., President of the 
Missouri Pacific, will be here to-morrow to en- 
deavor to bolster up his road as much as possi- 
ble. The following figures are significant facts 
about the management, and have not before 
been published: Net earnings of the road 
end its leased lines for the year end- 
ing 1871, $170,604.96; for e year 
following, $16,367,380. The reduction was occa- 
sioned by an increased interest account on the 
—＋ debt. The gross earnings of the road 
for 1871 were 6. 500, 280.84; for 1872, 83.894.

FINANCIAL. 


For weeks post the course of financial affairs in the 
City and apparently all over the Northwest has been 
tending uniformly to greater activity. In fact it may 
Bow be anid to be, in slang Phrase, booming.” Coun- 
try bankers bave in the main not only drewn down 
their belences, but many of them are borrowers almost 
up to ide line where our city banks will be in duty 
bound to stop. Indeed, one of our heaviest bankers 
told us to-day that for the first time in many months 
he had declined to take parcels of desirable paper. 
Oné of our heavy instit@tions had orders for currency 
im = single day reaching all the way from Cairo 
to Minnesota. Though our bankers have still an am- 
ple supply of funds, it is plain that, with this steady 
and heavy demand for money, the line of safety will 
before many weeks "be reached, and bankers will be 
- obliged “to shut down the gates.“ Some of them are 
already drawing on the deposits of city customers and 
their capital and surplus to aceommodate country cor- 
wespondents. From districts where the late corn was 
nipped by the early frosts the demand is large for cur- 
rency to carry hogs till the soft corn can be turned 
tuto pork, These will be mainly marketed within the 
next three months, end the funds will find their 

way back to our city banks, The cattle districts 
as far as Western Nebraska, Kansas, and South west- 
ern Missouri are presenting their claims, and thus far 
they have been fully sccormmodated, It will take from 
four to t months to realize on them. Of course, 
country bankers may have to renew and carry hold- 
ers, and our banks will be likely to be called on for 
their share of the accommodations. The wheat dis- 
tricts in Wisconsin, Minnesota. Iowa, and elsewhere 
have called largely far balances and extra funds, and 
they, too, have had favorable replies, During Sep- 
tember $1,400,000 were advanced by one of our banks, 
and they still are able fully to accommodate their cus- 
domers. 

Thus far this intense activity has been healthy and 
full of promise, If the immense amounts of currency 
that have gone into the countryjand the accommoda- 
tions in discounts are used legitimately to market the 
vagt amounta of farm products in the hands of produ- 
cers and dealers all over the Northwest, the best of re- 
sults will be realized. But if relying on the abundance 
of money here and elsewhere, the crops are held back 
for speculation, prudent bankers and capitalists will 
in a very few weeks take warning and prepare “to 
stand from under.” The tew weeks of fail weather 
and lake navigation should be assiduously improved 
to place everything that can go forward upon 
the seaboard, Where ft will be wanted before spring 
opens, The country should be as active in paying its 
debts Yrom the produce of the farm as our commercial

Charitable Eye and Ear Infirmary took place in that 
institution, corner of Adams and Peoria streets, yes- 
terday. The Boord consists of D. Goodwin, Jr,, of 
Chicago, President; J.C. Williams, of Will County; 
and Dr. 8. P. Sedgwick, of DuPage. 

The entire aftermoon was spent in hearing charges 
against Dr. E. L. Holmes, sttending surgeon, by W. 
H. Condon, a lawyer in this city, It seems that last 
April a blind girl called for admission for treatment. 
Dr. Holmes examined ber eyes thoroughly, gave her 
but little hope of any improvement in her con- 
dition, and told her that she could enter the In- 
firmary for treatment provided she paid her bod.

Already there is a skeleton in the finely-furnished 
office of the new City-Marshal, and so harassing has 
been its preseace to the present incumbent that he has 
thought seriously of resigning, and nas even tried his 
pen on several forms of resignation, as the paper in 
the Wwaste-basket under his desk might show if care- 
fully examined, As Mr. Dunlap is a man who keeps 
his sorrows and his griefs to himself, » very 
little has been known, outside of his of- 
fice, of the troubles and snubs to which 
he has been subjected. In the first place, he accepted 
the office under an ordinance giving him at least mas- 
tery over the Department, but after the ordinance was

He 
thought that the detective force needed reorganizing, 
but he was powerless to change a single man, unless 
the Superintendent first proposed it, which the Super- 
intendent refused point blank to do. When he 
accepted the office be understood that Mr. Rehm was 
to resign Oct. 1, or immediately after newspaper crit- 
icism had somewhat subsided, and with this fact in 
view it is said that Mr. Dunlap was given the privilege 
of appointing his successor. About a week ago he 
learned from the Mayor that such a course was im- 
hag aos the offices of the department must be entire- 

y in the control of the Mayor and Common Council, 
He remonstrated, but all to no avail; be was not even 
consulted in the nomination. 

Since that time, and especially yesterday, Marshal 
Duniap was feeling exceedingly blue, His resignation 
has been written out. Will it be handed in to the 
Mayor? There is a slight possibility that it will not,

Dr. Miller, Sanitary Superintendent, submitted his 
weekly mortality report yesterday, showing that the 
total of deaths was only 127, a decrease of 52 from the 
previous week, and a decrease of 16 from the cor- 
responding week of 1874, There were 61 males and 66 
females; married, 33; single, 94,; less than 1 year old, 
43; less than 2, 20. Causes of death: Consumption, 
17; cholera infantum, 14; convulsions, 10 ; fever, 12; 
bronchitis, 2; manition, 8; Brights disease of the 
kidneys, 3; pneumonia, 4; old age, 3; jaundice, 2; 
Wodigestion, 1. The Fifteenth Ward maintained its 
fatal reputation, and lost the highest percentage, 1 in 
2109. The Tenth Ward was nearly equal to it, losing 
Lin 2,173, The Twelfth was the most wholesome, 
losing only one of ite whole population, 16,792.

The Board of Trustees held its regular meeting Mon- 
day night, Messrs. Sulzer, Weckler, Goode, and Schies- 
wohl being present. The principal business was the 
consideration of the report of the Water Committee in 
regard to bids, There was a large attendance of pipe- 
men imterested in the result of the deliberations. The 
report was adopted asto the inlet pipe, and the con- 
tract let to Soulerin, James & Co,—also known as the 
Milwaukee Bridge and Pipe Company—for $3,859. This 
firm has had large experiepcein this business, and 
among other work built the aqueduct bridge over the 
Milwamkee River at North street, The Committee ad- 
vised that the contract for furnishing ana laying 11 
miles of pipe, with the necessary valves and hydrants, 
be lett to D. A. Chappel, of this city, 
as the lowest responsible bidder, he offer- 
ing to do the work for $77,203.

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FAILURE OF A NOTABLE BANK, 


Which Had Successfully Weathered 
Twe Panics and Three EE xtraord:i- 
nary Huns. 

The Third Avenue Savings Bank of New York, 
an institution of twenty-one years’ standing, 
and notable for having successfully passed 
through two severe panics, and i with- 
stood three of the severest runs 
on record, has at last succumbed to its 


misfortunes, mismanagement and poor invest- 
ments, and suspended. It began business in 
1854 as the Bioomingdale Savings Bank, went 
through the panic of 1857 with flying colors, and 
in 1968, when it was at its prime, bad $5,000,000 
on deposit and upward of $250,000 surplus. In 
April of that year a heavy decline in Atlantic 
Mail steamship stock, on which the bank 
had lent large sums of money, caused a 
„rum on the bank which lasted four days, dur- 
ing which over $1,000,000 was paid out to the 
depositors, who lost the interest on their money 
from Jan. 1. and the bank successfully weather- 
ed the storm, which it was expected would 
1 it. Subsequent dissensious among the 
bank Trustees, and the publication of the re- 
ports of private Examiners showing a deficit 
caused a second run in October, 1871, which, 
however, abated in a few days, after $1,500,000 
had been paid out, the bank paying all demands 
80 promptly that confidence was somewhat re- 
stored. The third and greatest run occurred in 
the following January,and was resultant upon the 
publication of grave charges of misinanagement. 
For ten weeksa crowd of wild depositors besieged 
the bank, clamorous for their money. As in case 
of the two previous runs, the ciaims were paid 
promptly as fast as the creditors presented their 
books, and thousands of dollars passed over the 
counters each day. During the first two days of 
the run $800,000 were withdrawn. People won- 
dered where the money came from, as it was sup- 
posed the bank had not sufficient resources to 
hold out. Week after week passed, and 
still there were no sigas of abatement, 
but the banks came to its rescue and 
the demands were still promptly 
met. Ihe Mutual Liſe Insurance Compauy 
took $1,000,000 of its securities, and the Park 
Bark loaned large amounts. The struggle con- 
tinded, but after ten weeks of steady 
payments, aggregating over 54 000,000, the 
ran ceased. But it left the bank in a 
very poor conditiov, and its resources 
were nearly exhausted. It was so seriously 
crippled that, when the panic of last fall 
came, it was barely able to keep up, although ita 
true financial condition was not generally known. 
Sinee the rua of 1872, the deposits have not 
equaled the withdrawals, which, owing to 
the bard times, have been large, although 
steady, and as the money diminished, 
the securities of the bank have been mar- 
keted to obtain the necessary cash for the 
daily demands, until now very few of the 
available securities are left. For the past three 
months the trustees have underutood that the 
bank could not continue much longer, but it was 
only a few weeks ago that the depositors were 
put to any inconvenience. Finding the money 
so low, the officials had to enforce the 60-day 
law, and demanded notice of withdrawal of any 
large amount. Tuesday evening, it was decided 
to appiy to the State nk Supenntendent for 
the appointment of a Receiver, and Thursday 
the’ application was granted by the Supreme 
Court and the bank’s doors were closed. De- 
posits had been received up to the last, 
rather than excite remarks by a refusal, 
which would have precipitated anoth- 
er rum, but the amounts itihus coming 
to hand were laid aside io envelopes 
without entry on the books, and the depositors 
will of course receive this money in full. The 
exact standing of the bank is not yet made pab- 
lic, but it is certain the deposits can now bardly 
excped $1,500,000, distributed among some 8,000 
persons, and the assets which are left are so 
poar, comprising wild-cat Southern bonds, and 
heavily mortgaged real estate, that not above 50 
cents on a dollar is likely to be got from them.

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REVENUE FRAUDS. 


One of the Leading Cases to Be 
Tried This Term. 


A Single Firm Cheats the Government 
of $336,000. 


How $70,000 Was Squeezed Out of 
Them, 


The Grand Jury in the United States District 
Court, which will begin its sessions to-day, will 
have before it materia! for somg genuine sensa- 
tions in the exposure of whisky frauds, and, 
when the evidence shall have been laid before 
the people and the Court, they will cease to be- 
lieve that the prosecution of distillers is merely 
a political dodge, as has been so often intimated 
and asserted by organs of the Ring. 

There has unquestionably been a real and 
earnest effort to get to the bottom of the frauds, 
and the results reached by the efforts of detect- 
ives and special agents are startling to all hon- 
est tax-payers. There are, of course, an im- 
mense number of cases to be tried, and a con- 
siderable number of persons to be prosecuted. 
The culprits vary m im from the great 
firms with their thousands of gallons and tens 
of thousands of dollars deficits, resulting from 
intentional, ingly-planned frauds, down to 
the petty saloon-keeper who has broken over 
some lesser uirement. Besides these, there 
are a number of Gaugers aod Storekeepers who 
have purposely or carelessly connived at 
frauds or been the willing agents of the thieves 
while sharing in the profits.

EIGHT THOUSAND PACKAGES 
on which the firm has swindled the Government out 
of the tax. This will give some idea of the extent of 
the frauds which have been perpetrated against the 
revenue in Chicago alone. Taking the general average 
of contents for these 8,000 packages as the same as 
other and honest distillers, and it will be found that 
the number of packages should be multiplied by sixty 
to get the number of gallons of spirits 
on which no was paid. This computa- 
tion gives „000 ons as the ap- 
proximate amount of illicitly-produced liquor which 
has been put upon the market by only one firm in this 


city. 

THE TAX ON THIS AMOUNT 
should have been from 70 cents to 90 cents = —— 
but if the lower and more moderate figure 
for computation, it will be een that the re of 
the distillery referred to have pock , at the least 
calculation, $336,000 by their evasion of the 
tax. Is it, then, any wonder that they were 
able to live in cent houses and own 0 
amounts of property, to be signed over to their 
ers-in-law, when occasion required ? 

And it should be remembered that every dollar thus 
stolen from the revenue made some more honest man 
pay a dollar to replace it.
